Such is our attachment to a 
sound paper currency, that itiscertain that 
Banks can only be superseded, ifat all, by 
establishing a circulating medium of the 
same description, based upon capital inves 
ted in loans secured by bond and mortgage. 
If sucha system could be introduced with 
proper guards, it would certainly be more 
republican and might be made the means of 
introducing an ample capital into eur coun- 
try. ; i 

While engaged in promoting the pros- 
perity and improvement of our country, aud 
providing for the moral and intellectual 
advancement of the people, we should not 
fail to guard withacalous watchflones the 
great charter ofour liberties, the Constitu

Violation of the Cunstitution,or the exercise 
of illegal powers, we shall have changed 
a government of constitutional law for one 
of self-will, proscription, and oppressie 

The fundamental principls of our gove- 
ernment are plain and easily understood — 
It is emphatically a government of the peo- 
plo; and for the sake of convenience alone, 
they appoint officers and representatives 
who muke and administer the laws for their 
benefit -and according to their will, each 
acting under asolemn oath to support the 
constitution and laws. 

In Monarchies, the “King who can do 
no wrong,” is the Government, the foun- 
tain of honor and disposer of all offices and 
favors which he bestows on bis farnily and 
friends, for the purpose of establishing his 
power, and extending his authority over 
the people. Under our liberal free and 
happy forau of Goverament the people pos- 


sess all power, elect and cause all officers 
tobe elected or appointed, and as matter 
ofconvenience alone it is made (he duty of 
the President of the Unitod States, who is 
notthe Government, nor the“fountain of 
honorand who may €o wrong” tonominate 
and by and with the advice of the Senate 
(which is made a check upon his appoint- 
ing power) to appoint all public officers, It 
isa prioviple of our declaration of rights | 
that all Governments should be instituted; 
for the good of the governed, and not for 
public officers,or the party who happens 
to becalled by the people, to administer | 
its affairs. Ifthese axioms be true, than the 
elaim sotup of late by politcal party ia 
this country, that the appoiniment of pub- 
lic officers and patronage of the Govern- 
ment is given to the Presidentofthe United 
States for the purpose of sustaining his 
authority and extending his powerand im 
fluence is unjust and fallacious, to sanction 
the power of the President to remove men 
from office fur an independent expression 
of opinion. o1 an honoradle oppcsition to his 
Measures is a spacies of opposition and pro- 
position wholly incompatible with the spir- 
itof our Government. When the public 
officoris appointed for his support of the 
parly in power, he knowa that his reten- 
‘tion in office does not depend so much upon 
his qualifications and fidelity as on the zeal 
and abilty he displays at elections in sup- 
porting hisparty. If the President may 
thus fortify himself, who does not sce the 
influence he can exercise over the peoplo 
eitber to extend his own power, or to build 
up and establish that of his own favorite. 
Should this new principle obtain and it be 
acknowledged.that the oxecutive branch 
of the Government is to exercise such un- 
limited power over thedestiny and liber- 
ties of the public officers, and they become 
atonce a trained band, backed by all the 
influence of place and the money of the 
country, tocorrupt, mamage and plunder 
the people; auch principles are not more 
soyel in our country than they are dange- 
yous to its liberties. To show the danger- 
ous tendency of allowing the exccutive 
government in this country toremove faith- 
tul and competent public officers for the 
purpose of filling their places with his 
friends and partizans; I beg leave to cite a 
ingle case which happened under my own 
observation. The firat Secretary of War 
appoiated under the administration remo- 
ved the second Auditor, and appointed 
one of his brothers-in-law, he also removed 
the Chief Clerkin the War Department, & 
filled his vacancy by appointing another 
brother-in-law. By roference to the law 
and national calender, it will be seen. that 
it is the duty ofthe 2nd Auditor to audit 
andsottle the whole contingent account fof’ 
the Secretary of War, amouting to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually, and 
thaé these accounts are examined ead filed 
X away by the chief Clerk.

subject to becalled tn question by any other 
power, yet the President of the United Sta- 
tes has interrupted the praceedings and de- 
liberations of one of the branches of eon- 
gress by protesting againstits authority to 
passresolutions calling in question his of 
ficial conduct, As tothe principle involved 
it isisamaterial whether the Pre ident had 
or had not been guilty of the charge of vio- 
ating the law anei constitution which the 
Senate madeagainst him, ‘The question 
tobe settled now, is, whether Congress or 
any part of it, is amerablo to the President 
for their officialconduct, and whether they 
are to be interrupted, or questioned by any 
other depeatment of Government. If so 
can they longer be relied on as guardians 
of public liberty? as well might an army 
repose in thesafety when protected by a 
gaurd detailed from the enemies eamp. 
The constitntion of the United States, for 
the purpose ofgiving all necessary energy 
to the armed forces of the country, places 
thom exclusively under the Presicent’s 
command, butso jealous were the facmers 
of that sacredinstrument of any power, to 
prevent-the possibility ef their energies of 
ayms being improperly directed, and topre- 
vent an improper use of the public money 
inany way, it was placed exclusively un- 
der the eontrol of Congress, which body on 
ly is authorized to declare war and to col- 
lect and dispose of the public revenue. 
With a view to carry out this plan and safe 
provision of the Constitution of Congress at 
various times has passed laws authorizing 


tary of the Treasury, whose duties are 
regulated by law, which they take an oath 
tosupport, In 1816. law passed by Con- 
gress placing the public money in the Bank 
ofthe United States, which required the 
Bank to collect and pay out the public re- 
venue without chargo and pay one million 
five hundred thousand dollars for the pre- 
vilege and use of the public deposites.

Ihavemade these calculations merely 
toshow what an inoividual or party in pow- 
ercan make for themselves by t possess- 
ton or control of this large amountof Public 
Money, while atthe same time it gives 
them unlimited power over the Banks, and 
enables them to regulate the value of all 
stocks, by which power alone, they may, 
if 0 disposed put millions of dollars in 
their own pockets. 

It is immeterial whether the Presidentin 
assuming this power, was actuated by a 
desire to break down the restraints that 
the coustitution imposed ugon his author- 
ity, Orby thse high and patriotic princi- 
ples which influenced him toset at noucht 
the law and constituticn in 1816 at New 
Orleans when the country called for all 
his energies. The qustion now to bo set- 
tled is, whether this power does or does 
not belongto the Executive branch of our 
goverment; for it will be remembers, that 
a large partyin this country claim thatthe 
power jover the public money belongs to 
the qresidential ofhce independent ofthe 
Constitution and all law, Should such 
be the ultimate decision of this question, 
or ifthis claim of powor is not immediatly 
frownea down by the people, we shail 
under the name of a government of laws 
and limited powers have established a des- 
a more absolute than that of any civ- 
d government in the wourld. 

In addivo n to these powers, which I con- 
sider to be illegal, thereare others exten-- 
sively exercised by the executive branch 
of the government, which though sanctiorad 
by law, and long custom, are becoming so 
grevious as to call for an immediate 
remedy. _I_ allude to its vast and rap- 
idly inoreasing patronnge, which has plac- 
ed in the giftof the Prosident, higher and 
more lucrative ollices,than the people them- 
selves; with a single exception, can bestow. 
The state offices have sunk into insigniti- 
cance in coraparigon with those in the gift 
ef the general government: nnd such isthe 
influence of this vest power, that the eyes 
ofall the amb itous aspirants, from the hon- 
erable senator, to the lowest messenger, is 
steadily fixed upon this inexaustable toun- 
tain of honors and rewards, which is so 
freely bestowed upon the faithful. . The

outfit, 4500 allowance for returning;and 
90000 year, placed ina splendid armed 
ship, crossing the oceanto make his bow 
to some King, und returning to his country 
full of honoss with aw ample fortune, with- 
out rendering the slightest service to his 
country, er remaining long eaough from 
home to learn the first principle, or to ob- 
tain the lenst influence with the government 
of the country he has visited. ‘The power 
toremove is nota constitntional power, but 
has been made lawfal by long custom. It 
was first allowed for the purpose of getting 
rid promptly of faithless public officers, It 
is now used for other purposes also, and 
has become one of the strongost engines of 
power, ofall the long list now claimed and 
exercised by theexecutive— by it, the gov- 
ernment can, not only command their sup- 
port, and active services at elections, but 
can influence and dictate their officia 
duct. In the first, the freedom of elections 
is assailed, and in the second, the life, lib- 
erty and property, of every citizenmay be, 
| putin jepordy. It iv idle to talk of the res- 
| traints oflaw and constitution, which he 
swears to support, or ofa mans conscieace, 
who is dependent for his place, and prehaps 
| tho support of{a helpless family, upon the 
|arbitrary willand caprice ofa single per- 
| son, much less (hat ofa party. 

The power of the executive, to appoint 
co large « number of public printers in the 
states, is calculated to haye an improper in- 
fluence over the freedom of the press. But 
when we see, added to that, a long listot 
violent party editors appointed by the same 
| authority, to bigh and lucrative offices, it is 
| impossible to look without alarmat thedan- 
| ger, which threatens our liberties from that 
quurter. 

The frequent appointment of members 
of Congress, and especially the most ser- 
vile of them, hts had the effect to turn the 
mind of the representative from his duty 
to his consti/vents to a servile obedience to 
the will of fe government, Somany in- 
stances of(reachery of this kind had occur- 
red, under the seducing hope of fayor from 
the admynistration, that General Jackron, 
before je was elected President, declared 
that fie independence of Congress was 
sinking before the corrupting influence’ex- 
erced by the government over it, and re- 
commended asa remedy for the evil, an 
pinendment to the Constitution renderi 
Jan onabers of Congress incapable of rec 
ing office during and for two years ufter the 
expiration of their term of service.yet since 
he has been 2’resident, there has been more 
such appointments made than had ever 
been by allhis predecessors from the foun- 
dation of the government; thus showiag 
that men in authority are ever willing to 
trust thomsalves with powers, which they 
consider dangerous in any other iands, and 
which should teach us the importance of 
guarding overy avenue, through which our 
liberties can be assailed, 

Thatthe extravagance of our govern: 
mentis rapidly ineroasing, is bnt too man- 
ifest in the fact, that its expenditures have 
nearly doubled withiu the last few years, 
and regarding every thing of the kind as 
inconsietent with the qlain republican car- 
achtet.of our country, I consider it a sub 

t worthy of your notice, and one that 


alls for an expression of public opinion 
and reform. 


In presnnting thesesubjects to your con- 
sideration gentlemen, Ihave discharged 
whatI consider asolemn duty,and should 
the manner, or the substance be unpleas- 
ent to any individual I shallregret it much 
and can only gay, that nothing is further 
from my Wish or intention than to excite 
aby party feelings (which I consider the 
bane of our government) or to wound the 
feelings ofthe most sensitive. They are 
grave and important subje‘ts, and how- 
8ver UDpleasant the » We must meet 
them fearlessly and frown them dewn, if 
we would nothave them eonsiderd prec- 
edentsforthe conduct of future adminis- 
tration, 

Now that this election is over and ‘all 
party strife, itis hoped, hasceased, and a 
aew administration is just coming into 
office, appearsto be the most auspicious 
moment fora calin investigation and safe 
decision of these subjects. They can only | 
be decided by public sentiment expressed 
by the Legislatures of the several States 
and by the people in their primary assem- 
bli and upon that decision in my opinien, 
depends the fate and future ‘destiny of our 
FREE REPUBLICAN government.
